MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: DC I Discussion with Mr. James M. Barker 


1- _ 0n 16 February 1957 the DCI gave a talk at an M.I.T. alumni 
dinner in Chicago arranged by Mr Janies M. Barker. During the course of 
their conversation Mr. Barker expressed several views of interest to 
the DCI. 


2. Mr. Barker pointed out that in many countries there are no word 
symbols for a lot of our ordinary concepts. For example, in Turkey the 
word for ^’education" is the same as that for "drill" and there is no 
woid for maintenance". He believes we should analyze the language 
lormation before starting any aid or propaganda effort. Why delude our- 
selves that we can convey ideas if there is no symbol for these ideas 
m the minds of the people. (He recommends "The Dawn of Conscience" 
by Breasted . ) ~ " 

3- In learning languages Mr. Barker apparently puts great faith in 
the Carl Seashore test developed by a Professor at the University of 
Iowa and used by the Julliard School of Music to test the in tr in sic 
ability of an individual to understand tone. He points out that some 
individuals learn with the mind and some learn with the ear, and strongly 
recommends screening out by tests those who have aptitude and those who 
have genius. ' 

Mr. Barker is also interested in instruction in how to read. 

*!-. The DCI asked Mr. Barker to come to Washington to see the Agency 
hear about some of the things we are doing in the language development ' 
lield, and in research, and let us have the benefit of his views.
